One of these structures in the ruined city, known as Old Bilecik, in the southeast of the 
new city, the mosque is on the hill in the northwest of the ruins, and the soup kitchen is on the 
opposite slope of it. Although it is recorded in the historical sources that the building, whose 
exact date is unknown, belongs to the reign of Murad Hudavendigar, since its epitaph has not 
survived, 732 1331 during the reign of Orhan Bey.
